Reports  of  the  Principal  Dental  Officer  for 

1968  and  1969

This  is  the  first  report  on  the  School  Dental  Service 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Teesside,  which  came  into 
existence  on  1st  April,  1968,  by  the  merger  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Middlesbrough,  the  Boroughs  of  Redcar,  Stockton 
and  Thornaby,  the  urban  districts  of  Billingham  and  Eston 
and  parts  of  Durham  and  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  County 
Councils . 

The  Dental  Service  of  the  new  authority  was  formed  by  the 
amalgamation  of  the  Dental  Services  of  Middlesbrough  and 
Stockton  together  with  parts  of  the  Dental  Services  of 
Durham  and  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  that  is  of  four 
different  authorities  with  very  different  standards  of 
accommodation,  equipment,  staffing,  methods  of  working, etc.  ; 
The  first  concern,  therefore,  was  to  ensure  continuity  of 
the  service,  and  despite  difficulties  this  was  achieved 
as  far  as  resources  would  allow.  Endeavours  have  since 
been  directed  to  consolidating  the  services  into  a 
homogeneous  working  unit,  and  to  effecting  improvements 
with  a  view  to  increased  efficiency. 

The  authority  took  over  fourteen  dental  clinics,  four  of 
which  have  two  surgeries  each,  making  eighteen  surgeries, 
of  which  the  standard  of  accommodation  and  equipment  varies  j 
from  very  good  to  very  had.  In  addition,  four  single 
surgery  clinics  in  Middlesbrough,  built  within  the  last 
eight  years,  have  not  been  equipped.  A  Health  Centre  with 
a  two  surgery  dental  clinic,  and  a  clinic  with  a  single 
dental  surgery  are  under  construction  at  Thornaby  New 
Town  and  Stockton  (Fairfield).  Of  the  eighteen  equipped 
surgeries,  eleven  are  of  a  high  standard,  four  are  satis¬ 
factory  and  three  are  unsatisfactory. 

Recommendations  which  have  been  made  with  a  view  to 
bringing  the  surgeries  up  to  acceptable  modern  standards 
and  at  the  same  time  make  the  most  efficient  use  of 

il 

existing  premises  and  staff  include  the  replacement  of 
two  clinics  by  the  new  clinics  under  construction,  re¬ 
placing  obsolete  and  unsatisfactory  equipment  at  another 
clinic,  and  installing  essential  items  of  modern 
equipment  which  are  deficient  at  some  of  the  other  clinics. 
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It  is  hoped  that  many,  if  not  all,  of  these  recommendations 
will  be  put  into  effect  within  the  coming  financial  year. 

The  Principal  Dental  Officer  hawing  been  appointed  a  fort¬ 
night  earlier,  the  following  staff  were  transferred  to  the  new 
authority  on  the  appointed  day;  three  full-time  and  seven 
part-time  dental  officers,  two  dental  auxiliaries,  ten  dental 
surgery  assistants  and  four  part-time  dental  anaesthetists. 

One  dental  officer  was  on  sick  leave  at  the  date  of  transfer 
and  remained  so  until  he  retired  at  the' end  of  June:  and 
one  part-time  dental  officer  resigned  early  in  August  because 
he  was  leaving  the  district.  One  dental  auxiliary  and  two 
dental  surgery  assistants  resigned  between  flay  and  September 
for  domestic  reasons.  The  following  additional  staff  have 
been  appointed  and  commenced  duty  during  September  and 
October;  three  dental  officers,  one  part-time  dental  officer, 
one  dental  auxiliary  and  four  dental  surgery  assistants.  Thus 
within  the  first  seven  months  there  were  no  less  than 
fourteen  changes  in  the  staff. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  the  Principal 
Dental  Officer,  five  area  dental  officers,  seven  part-time 
dental  officers,  four  part-time  dental  anaesthetists,  two 
dental  auxiliaries  and  twelve  dental  surgery  assistants. 

The  to tall full -time  equivalent  of  dental  officers  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  8.8,  compared  with  the  15  necessary  to 
correspond  with  the  national  average  and  the  27  recommended 
by  the  Minister  as  necessary  to  provide  a  complete  dental 
service  for  a  school  population  of  the  size  of  Teesside. 

In  spite  of  this  acute  shortage  of  staff,  dental  treatment 
has  been  carried  out  regularly,  either  full-time  or  part-time 
at  thirteen  dental  clinics.  The  chief  features  of  treatment 
carried  out  during  the  first  nine  months  of  the  new  Dental 
Service  are  given  below:-

A  dental  officer  of  the  Department  of  Education  and 
Science  visited  Teesside  in  Duly  to  review  the  authority’s 
dental  services.  His  report  confirmed  the  recommendations, 
previously  mentioned,  regarding  replacement  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  accommodation  and  equipment. 

Although  the  amount  of  treatment  carried  out  has  been 
seriously  affected  by  the  failure  of  patients,  whose 
parents  had  previously  accepted  the  offer  of  treatment, 
to  attend  for  treatment,  the  average  treatment-carried ;out 
per  session  compares  favourably  with  the  national 
average . 
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This  is  the  first  report  to  cover  a  full  year’s  working 
on  the  School  Dental  Service* 

During  the  year  recommendations  for  bringing  various 
clinics  up  to  modern  standards,  referred  to  in  last  year’s 
report,  have  been  put  into  effect.  Taking  pride  of  place 
is  the  Dental  Department  in  the  new  Health  Clinic  at 
Thornaby,  closely  followed  by  that  in  the  new  Health  Clinic 
at  Fairfield,  Stockton.  The  former  was  opened  in 
September  replacing  the  clinic  at  Francis  Street , Thornaby ; 
the  latter  was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  is 
expected  to  open  in  January,  1970,  and  will  replace  the 
old  clinic  in  Norton  Road,  Stockton.  Modernisation  of  the 
clinic  at  106  Yarm  Lane,  Stockton  has  been  started  and 
should  be  completed  early  in  the  new  year;  installation 
of  new  equipment  awaits  the  carrying-out  of  various 
alterations  and  improvements  by  the  Architect’s  Department. 
High-speed  turbines  have  been  installed  in  the  clinics  at 
Billingham,  Hardwick  Road,  Stockton  and  Eston;  and  new 
up-to-date  operating  lights  have  been  fitted  in  two 
surgeries  in  Middlesbrough. 

Two  part-time  dental  officers  resigned  in  September,  one 

owing  to  the  demands  of  his  own  practice,  the  other  to 

% 

take  an  appointment  nearer  her  home.  A  part-time  dental 
anaesthetist  resigned  in  June,  another  being  appointed  in 
his  place  in  July.  Three  dental  surgery  assistants 
resigned  for  personal  reasons  and  the  vacancies  caused 
thereby  have  been  filled* 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  the  Principal 
Dental  Officer,  five  area  dental  officers,  five  part-time 
dental  officers,  three  part-time  dental  anaesthetists, 
two  dental  auxiliaries  and  twelve  dental  surgery  assistants: 

The  total  full-time  equivalent  of  dental  officers  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  eight,  compared  with  the  fifteen 
necessary  to  correspond  with  the  national  average  and  the 
twenty-seven  recommended  by  the  Minister  as  necessary  to 
provide  a  complete  dental  service  for  the  school 
population  of  the  size  of  Teesside. 
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In  attempts  to  recruit  dental  surgeons,  advertisements  have 
been  inserted  in  the  professional  journals,  but  without 
success  o 

In  spite  of  this  acute  shortage  of  staff,  dental  treatment 
has  been  carried  out  regularly,  either  full-time  or  part- 
time  at  thirteen  dental  clinics.  The  chief  features  of 
treatment  carried  out  during  the  first  nine  months  of  the 
new  Dental  Service  are  given  below:-
